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ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


HONORABLE R. C. FERGUS, Mayor of Carolina Beach: 


Mr. President, Executive Officers of the State Firemen’s 
Association of North Carolina, and Friends: It gives me a pe- 
culiar pleasure at this time to welcome you to Carolina Beach. 


Carolina Beach is known as the firemen’s resort throughout 
North Carolina. It belongs to you. Carolina Beach is represent- 
ed by a hundred and twenty-five towns in North Carolina, a few 
in other states, and we want you all, as long as you stay here, to 
know that the hospitality and friendly attitude of Carolina Beach 
will be yours. 


To my mind this organization is one of the greatest under 
the civic government in the world. You gentlemen with the fine 
moral leadership of your efficient leaders—you men that go out 
to save lives and property, risking your lives—in my mind no 
nobler body of men ever assembled together. You do deserve rec- 


ognition, and your courage is an example to the people of this 
land. 


I have never had much experience in government affairs. I 
have maintained a volunteer fire department for the town of 
Carolina Beach, and I want to pay tribute especially, not to be 
self-boasting, but I have watched the boys work. They work for 
every interest, and I know that I have seen those boys three 


times this year save the Town of Carolina Beach by their ef- 
ficiency. 


Mr. President and Delegates, I turn now the key of Carolina 
Beach over to you. I want you to take it; I want you to enjoy 
it, and I want your hearts to be so filled with pleasure and 
happiness that when we build our auditorium, which we plan for 
next year, I want to see two thousand of you. 


I welcome you and God speed you. 
(Applause). 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Officers and members of the North 
Carolina Firemen’s Association, it is my honor and privilege at 
this time to introduce to you a man of State-wide reputation; a 
man that has gone down the lines for the firemen of North Car- 
olina; a man that has always found it foremost helping those 
that could not help themselves; a man that has gone and given 
his time and efforts in upbuilding this great State of ours; a man 
that has served in the Legislative Halls and made the laws of 
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this great State; a man that presided over the General Assem- 
bly as Speaker of the House; a man that is a member of a 
volunteer fire department. 


It is my privilege and my pleasure to present to you, who 
will respond in behalf of this Association to the address of wel- 
come, our own Reginald Harris, of Roxboro, N. C. 


MR. REGINALD HARRIS: 

Mr. President, Mr. Mayor: Of course I am profoundly grate- 
ful for the kind introduction of my good friend, the Mayor, the 
City Manager, and the Chief of the Fire Department of Eliza- 
beth. City. 


In this great convention for friend making and friend testing 
I have been assigned the pleasant task of voicing the good will 
and sincere thanks of the visitors from all sections of this great 
Commonwealth for the very warm-hearted welcome you have 
extended. I speak not only on behalf of those already enjoying 
the cool breezes of the broad Atlantic, but also for the members 
of the Association who in the very nature of things could not 
be present. If every member of each of the two hundred depart- 
ments: in this association could be present just think of what 
might happen back in the towns and cities from whence they 
came; and, so, on behalf of those present and those absent I re- 
spond with sincerity and thanks for the further evidence of your 
hospitality. I say further evidence because I am told that this 
Association has met more times in this immediate vicinity than 
any other part of, or city in North Carolina, and in addition to 
this I believe the City of Wilmington is the only one that has 
played host for two years in succession. 


I remmber one of the greatest thrills I ever had in my life, 
as a barefoot boy at a meeting of this Association in Durham 
in 1921, 1922 or 1923—of course, I don’t reckon many of those 
present can remember that far back, but I have seen Jack Demp- 
sey fight and have been to a Democratic National Convention, 
but I think the greatest thrill I ever got was back in the horse- 
and-buggy days seeing the firemen meet in Durham, in my teen- 


age. 
I think it is a great thing for the people in all parts of the 
State to get their feet under the table and sit together in a spirit 
of good will. 
This intangible thing we call good will is expressed in 
thousands of different ways, and I will not attempt to enumerate 
them, but it is my suggestion that you be willing to accept it. 
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Don’t hold back with the idea that fellow visitors and the host 
do not care to be bothered with you. The very fact that they 
are here indicates their willingness to exchange and enlarge 
friendship. 


It is in the exchange of ideas that progress is made, and 
this is a progressive organization. I counsel you, therefore, to 
go at least half way, because if you honestly intend to give, 
sooner or later, as well as receive, you may accept the friendly 
overtures and attention offered to visitors. 


I might say in passing that Mayors of Cities, Chiefs of Fire 
Departments, and those in authority in County, Town, or any 
other sort of government, honestly and sincerely welcome con- 
structive criticism. They have no time or patience with those 
people who choose to criticize without offering anything by way 
of suggestion. I know in small towns there are more people 
watching a fire who know how it ought to be fought, more real 
professional fire fighters on the side lines who can tell what is 
being done wrong, offering their criticism, but don’t go to the 
chief between time and try to correct to them what appears 
to be an evil. We are too prone to criticize government, no mat- 
ter what is going on, without doing anything about it. 


I am reminded of a story as told by a flagman on the wit- 
ness stand in a case about a train wreck. He had a shanty away 
over somewhere, and to use his own words—he was told to go 
ahead and tell the story in his own way, and he said: “I was 
sitting there in my shanty and glanced at the clock and saw it 
was time for 29, so I get up, get my lantern and cap and went 
down, and sure enough 29 was coming down the track right on 
time; then I happened to glance the other way and saw 97 coming 
twenty minutes ahead of time.” The question was asked, “What 
did you do then?” The flagman said: “I went back into my shack, 
put my lantern down, hung up my cap and said to myself, ‘Ain’t 
that a hell of a way to run a railroad!’ ” 


North Carolina is very fortunate in many ways, not the 
least of them I am sure is the fact that we have Dan Boney, 
Sherwood Brockwell and Jerome Flora. I offer my personal 
tribute and undertake to speak for the Association in saying they 
all have our sincere admiration. 


We are giad to be here and I want to express the thanks 
of the Association for your hospitality. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Thank you, Mr. Harris.

We have the unusual distinction in this meeting of having the 
response to the address of welcome made before the address of 
welcome is made. 


It is my pleasure to present to you the Honorable T. E. 
Cooper, Mayor of Wilmington, N. C. 


MAYOR T. EH. COOPER: 


Mr. President, Members of the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association: First I wish to apologize to you folks for being 
late, because I know you are a bunch of men that don’t believe 
in being late—you always believe in being on time. You boys 
remind me right much of these little tablets they call cascarets. 
You are always working. You work while we sleep. 


My friends, I don’t know of any gathering of men that I 
would rather talk to than the Firemen’s Association, who work 
while we sleep, who protect us while we sleep, and who protect 
our property while we sleep, and last, but not least, who protect 
every insurance company of this great country while we sleep. 
It is a pleasure to me to be here and again I want to apologize 
for being late because I thought you didn’t start until ten o’clock 
and I found I was about ten minutes late but felt that Mayor 
Fergus would speak before me and you wouldn’t know the dif- 
ference; but I see you are on time and start on time, and I con- 
gratulate you, and I always try to be on time. My friends, I am 
happy to welcome you to Carolina Beach. Carolina Beach, as it 
were, is kind of a member of our family in Wilmington, only 
down here they reside under another roof temporarily, but they 
are a part of us, and you are just as welcome down here as 
you can be, and equally as welcome in Wilmington. 


I know you came to attend to business, but at the same time 
you came to have a good time. We wish every one to have a 
good time and if you don’t have it, it is not going to be our 
fault. We hope you will visit Wilmington and if there is anything 
we can do for you up there we want you to call on us, and if 
you don’t get it, then it is because you boys are a bunch of bash- 
ful fellows, and we hope you won’t be bashful. 


Folks, you are in right much of an historical section. I am one 
of those fellows that don’t look so much to the past but I am 


looking to the future, which I know you are doing. 


Right down below here is Fort Fisher, the last fort to fall 
during the civil war, and at that same point it has been said 
there was where the Garden of Eden was once located. If you 
go there you will find an old fellow that will show you the exact 
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spot that Christopher Columbus first put foot on American soil. 
They will also tell you the first nudist colony that was ever form- 
ed in North Carolina was formed right there. 


My friends, it is a great pleasure for me to welcome you 
fellows here—you good men, you men who are rendering service 
not only in your localities but you are rendering service that is 
unequalled in North Carolina. You are rendering a great service 
to the insurance companies and tax-payers. You are as welcome 
as can be and I want you to have a good time. 


I am also Commissioner of Public Safety by virtue of my ~ 
office as Mayor, and under me comes the Police Department, and 
I am going to tell you that if you drink too much of our spring 
water and get in jail up there I promise to get you out. 


You know, I was right much amused last night. I met a 
fireman and he said, “I don’t see how you people live in this 
country—I don’t see any farms. Don’t you have any farms?” 
I said, “Yes. Whether you know it or not, before the advent of 
the A.B.C. store we raised more gallons of corn per acre than 
any county in the State.” 


I am delighted to see you gentlemen here, hope to see you 
tonight and more of you tomorrow. I don’t know of any group - 
of men it is more my pleasure to welcome to our midst than you 
good firemen. I hope you have a good time, go away feeling fine, 
and next year and the years to come you will be only too glad 
to come back and visit us. I am glad ‘to be here this morning and 
thank you for the opportunity of saying a word or two. I thank 
you, my friends. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair will recognize State Fire 
Marshal Sherwood Brockwell. 


MR. BROCKWELL: The big trouble with this convention 
this morning is, the good looking girls are sitting too far back. 
Ladies, we want you to know that if there is anything in the 
world a first class fireman depends on it is a woman—his sweet- 
heart, his wife or his mother, or, like a number of us older ones, 
his daughter. 


I was summoned to come with a slight misunderstanding of 
the time of this meeting. I thought the meeting was to start at 
ten-thirty and am ten minutes early for that—but the time of 
starting is neither here nor there—I am here and you are there. 


Since the opening of the meeting two splendid addresses have 
been made. Since I have been here two men, both of whom you 
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seem to like, have made addresses. I was to have introduced one, 
and many of you will recall that I did, on one occasion, introduce 
the other . So much for that. Both of these addresses bring back 
to my mind an occurrence of long ago. 


Away back yonder about 1920 or maybe it was 1922, we met 
at Morehead City, North Carolina, and they called on me, and, just 
like I am this morning, not having prepared anything to say in 
advance, had to find something to say after I got up, and at that 
time the same thoughts dawned on me that have been so forcibly 
brought out here this morning in different words by both Mr. 
Harris and Mr. Cooper. The thought back there was, just as it 
is this morning. Not only, as Mr. Cooper so well said a few mo- 
ments ago, do you protect all of the property in this great State, 
but you or some other fireman have been a part and parcel of 
building every bit of it. I know of nothing worth while in North 
Carolina that some fireman or group. of firemen did not assist in 
establishing—and, in most cases—had a whole lot to say and DO 
about it. I said in that same talk that morning what I will say 
again, and that is that in every profession or endeavor worth 
while in North Carolina you will find somewhere in the leader- 
’ ship of such profession or endeavor a man who is proud of the 
fact that he is a member of a North Carolina fire department. 
That thought, this morning, has certainly materialized in a tan- 
gible form, because the man who just preceded Mayor Tom Cooper, 
our good friend, Reginald Harris, is a fireman, was a producing 
member of the General Assembly of North Carolina, and while a 
member of the General Assembly, still a fireman, became Speaker 
of the House with a wonderful constructive record, appearing 
before you today with a fine message and—a living, breathing 
example of—as has been said so many times before—a fireman 
in every endeavor worth while—most of the time in the HEAT 


of it. 


Mr. Cooper said something about Carolina Beach being a 
part of the official family of Wilmington—a place where Wil- 
mingtonians could run down to when it gets hot. From what I 
hear, many of such Wilmingtonians “thank God for Carolina 
Beach, because when Tom Cooper and Ludie Croom make it too 
hot for them in Wilmington, they can come down here.” 


He also told you about the nudist colony, and told you that 
if you got too much spring water and got in jail he would get 
mark me, he didn’t say when he was going to get 
you out. Any old Mayor will get you out of jail just as soon 
as he can because he has to feed you while you are in there. 
But I know Tom meant what he said, especially about getting in 


you out, but, 
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there with you, and he meant it in the highest spirit of friend- 
ship. There is no set of men who get together once a year and 
do more, in a sort of subdued way, if you please, for the welfare 
of all of the people of the State than the firemen. Again going 
back to the splendid and friendly address of Mr. Cooper, he men- 
tioned the first nudist camp and the “spring water” and how 
they “so closely blend in human enjoyment.” He spoke about the 
firemen having a natural aptitude for “handling water.” Yes, sir, 
we can handle water and I, for one, am happy to know that we 
ean also “handle our liquor.” 


We are down here, as Mr. Cooper said, in one of the most 
historical spots in America. Surrounded by the spots which made 
culture and high tone pleasure a part of the structure of, not 
only New Hanover and Wilmington, but the State as a whole. 
He said there was a man who could show you where Columbus 
landed in New Hanover when he discovered America. Some am- 
ateur historians may doubt this, but we all agree that America 
was never truly discovered until the spirit so poignant in and 
around Wilmington was discovered. 


The keys have been delivered to us. The glamour of the | 
girls at Carolina Beach—and I mean girls from sixteen to sixty— 
has been propounded in eloquent terms, the fact that we are here 
to blend business with pleasure has been forcibly brought to our 
attention. So let it be, but please allow me to add to this that 
every girl down here, no matter how scant or biasly cut that gar- 
ment—so like the sarong, made famous in the movies, called what- 
ever you may, but hiding a very few points—she is down here 
for the same social purposes you are—to have a good time—and 
this week is looking for the kind of good time the firemen know 
how to give a lady. Some of them may “take a little drink”, and 
many of you will do the same, but to you younger men, many of 
whom have never been in a territory where A.B.C. stores exist, 
let me suggest that you watch the older members with the ladies 
and the liquor. They will enjoy both, but thoroughly cognizant 
that nothing takes the place of that thing called moderation. Some 
call it decency. Let’s enjoy the liquor and let’s enjoy the women— 
have a good time with the ladies and have a good time with the 
liquor, but in so doing let’s show the cock-eyed world that the 
members of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association can take 
whatever comes and walk straight up. I thank you. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: We have seated on the platform to- 
day another man who is making his name in the State. A man 
who is Mayor of one of the largest municipalities in North Caro- 
lina, a man that is building up his fire department to be as good 
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as any anywhere, a man who is the friend of the firemen, and if 
you don’t believe it ask his Chief. The Chair takes pleasure in 
recognizing the Honorable D. C. Dungan, Mayor of Salisbury, 
North Carolina. 


MAYOR DUNGAN: 


President Flora, Ladies and Gentlemen: I want to thank 
you from the bottom of my heart for permitting me to come and 
meet with you at this convention. 


It is true that I am not actively connected with the fire de- 
partment in that I have to answer all the alarms, but I belong 
to that multitude of people who, when the fog horn goes off, have 
to grab my hat and get in my car and see what number it is and 
go right in the midst of the excitement. I think it is possibly the 
urge that made you men become firemen. I know you didn’t be- 
come firemen with the hope of accumulating a fortune. Relative 
to your interest in life you have your home, your family and your 
jobs. You must create for your department a desire on the part 
of the tax-payers to do more for you, give you more equipment, 
raise your salaries. 


Efficiency comes first and after that your personal conduct 
counts a great deal. I know you know how to behave and your 
conduct at the convention is a thing apart from your usual rou- 
tine at home. See that your conduct at home brings credit to your 
department, be neat and clean in appearance, be courteous to the 
public. When some one’s house catches on fire, even though it 
may be through carelessness, don’t bawl them out, they have lost 
their possessions; treat them with sympathy and it will go a long 
way toward creating good will. 


My purpose in being before you is to tell you that Salisbury 
has been awarded the Fire Chiefs’ Convention in 1940, and we 
want to place before you our invitation to have the 1940 Fire- 
men’s Convention in Salisbury. I can promise you this, that we 
will do everything possible to see that you have a good time, and 
in case you get in jail we won’t promise, as Mr. Cooper said, to 
go get you out, but I will promise to go down and get in jail 
with you. When the time comes to make your decision we would 
appreciate it very much if you would give Salisbury very, very 
much consideration and we want to have you, we welcome you 
and do hope you decide to come to Salisbury in 1940.

PRESIDENT FLORA: That covers the scheduled program 
for this morning. No morning would be complete without having

BENNETT: Before I sing I want to say to you that 
it is a pleasure to be here, and we are all having a good time,

PRESIDENT FLORA: It is with a great deal of pleasure 
that I present to you this morning the members of the official 
family of your Association.

The man that keeps the records of all the fires, all the losses, 
amount of changes of hose burned up and bursted, all the ladders 
broken, all the fellows that lose finger nails, I take great pleas- 


ure in presenting to you Dick Joyner, of Farmville, our Statis- 
tician. 


I present to you that affable, that smiling, that carrier of 
good tydings, the man that looks like sunshine upon his counte- 
nance, Albert Brinson, of our Advisory Committee. 
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I take great pleasure in presenting to you a man with a heart 
as big as all outdoors, and who is here as the man for which his 
town is named, Donald Shuford, of Hickory, member of the Ad- 
visory Committee. 


I take great pleasure in presenting to you your past presi- 
dent, known to all the girls, Dr. Will S. Long. 


DR. LONG: 


Mr. President, Brother Firemen, Ladies and Gentlemen: You 
know, as I have told you before, nothing in the world does me 
more good than to stand up and look in the faces of the firemen 
of North Carolina, because I believe and know that you are the 
best set of organized men in the State for the benefits you rep- 
resent, not in destruction but in saving lives and property. 


You know, a passage in the Bible says: “A man’s forgetful- 
ness of self makes a hero.” When you start to a fire you don’t 
study anything about yourself and your safety but you study the 
safety of your fellow-man. All the great chiefs and all the great 
army of men in the war forget self when they are going out to 
fight a battle, and there is nobody that exemplifies that more than 
the State firemen. 


They always put me last on the program and I have got to 
take up the scraps and remnants, but there is nothing that I en- 
joy more than this. I want to speak to the young men who have 
come into our organization. You are the men that the future will 
depend on. You didn’t come into this organization as a thrill and 
a bunch of play-boys; you joined the firemen of North Carolina 
and the State Firemen’s Association to save and protect the 
future of our country, our homes, and our lives. No town can 
prosper unless it has an efficient fire department. I once heard 
the late Julian S. Carr make a speech to us in Durham, and he 
said: “I would rather lie down for a peaceful night’s rest in a 
town that has a well organized fire department than one that has 
machine guns at every entrance to the city.” 


I have the reputation in North Carolina when they see a 
rose bud on my lapel isn’t mashed they don’t know what to think. 
So a crowd of women inquired of me what was the trouble, and 
I said, “Stand up, all that want to mash it,” and they said, “We 
will meet you on the beach in the morning.” I got out there and 
while I was looking for them a young lady that was in the water 
came running with her arms up ready to receive me, and I said, 
“JT am going to hug you”, and she said, “Help yourself’; and while 
I was helping myself a big wave came and took us under. I have 
always heard death by drowning is easy, but, boys, when you 
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drown with a woman in your arms, that’s heaven. 


I want to tell you that nobody down here is any happier than 
I am to see you all come in, meet each other, get acquainted, and 
we love each other. Just keep it up, you young boys who have 
joined the organization; never slacken and never go back. It is a 
great organization and I am proud to be in it. I know my time 
is not as long as some of yours. Professor Hooper is one of the 
old ones and one of the best loved men in the State. 

Good luck to you boys. 


MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: 


There is too much hiding your light under a bushel. You 
have just witnessed a demonstration of one of the most outstand- 
ing, high toned, ladies’ men in the world. 


No doubt that all of you know Dr. Long organized the Gra- 
ham Fire Department just after the close of the Spanish Amer- 
ican war, and has been chief of that department since then. No 
doubt the theme of a song popular at that time has a lot to do 
with Dr. Long’s popularity with the ladies. Frank Bennett made 
a faux pas a while ago.

PRESIDENT FLORA: I take great pleasure in presenting 
Chief Hendrix Palmer, of the Charlotte Fire Department. 
It is with a great deal of pleasure that I present to you one 


of your hosts of last year’s convention, past President Bob Whit- 
ley, of New Bern. 


No convention of North Carolina Firemen, and no assembly 
of North Carolina Firemen would be complete without the pres- 
ence of that grand old gentleman whom we all love as a father, 
a man whom in my estimation there isn’t a peer, and a man in 
my estimation if it were in my power I would like to emulate, 
a man that is known throughout the State and is loved by all, 
Uncle Press Harper, of Kinston, North Carolina. 


MR. HARPER: 


Mr. President, Fellow Firemen, and Friends: It is needless 
for me to say to you that I am happy when I am in a firemen’s 
convention, because the happiest moment of a man’s life is when 
he is surrounded by his friends, and, boys, I want to say to you 
that if you want to be happy when you grow old cultivate friend- 
ship. It is the finest asset of a man’s life, and to be a good sport 
try to make somebody else happy; try to make your town a safer 
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place in which to live. Some writer once said: “Pure friendship 
is like a light from heaven to guide an old man through the dark 
days of his life.” Its origin is divine and its operation is heavenly, 
and its results are soothing to the soul of an old man. So, give me 
friends, or give me death. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: No Firemen’s convention would be 
complete without another of our friends. It has not been my 
pleasure this morning to see him but I trust he is in the audience 
and as I call his name will he come forward and say a few words, 
Walter Blair, of Carolina Beach, North Carolina. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: I would like at this time to recognize 
the new departments of the Association. As I call the names I 
trust every delegate or representative will stand: Angier, Chad- 
bourn, Fuquay Springs, Mt. Pleasant, Pilot Mountain, Rockwell, 
Windsor. We are glad to have you with us. 


I want to present to you all today one of the oldest active 
firemen in North Carolina, one of the oldest, if not the oldest, 
Capt. R. K. Hall, Chief of the town of Edenton, N. C. 


MR. BROCKWELL: 


Some great man, I think it was Gilliam Grissom, or it may 
have been Shakespeare, said: “It takes money to make the mare 
go.” On second thought, it may have been our good friend, Don 
Seymour; but, be that as it may— 


Cooperation is the spirit that is ruling the world today, and 
whenever you find a city or town in which there is lack of co- 
operation between the fire department and the city officials you 
will find a fire department or a governing body that needs a lot 
of Christian charity work, and at this time, acting for the Presi- 
dent of this Association, I will be exceedingly glad if every person 
connected with the city government of their respective communi- 
ties, other than the fire department, will please stand. 


I am going to ask that North Carolina’s premier Mayor, City 
Manager, Chief of Police, Sanitary Inspector, and Chief of the 
Fire Department, our own Jerome Flora, act as_ interlocutor. 
Mayor Furges, as our host, please stand beside him. Mayor 
Cooper and Mayor Dungan, each of you act as end-man—one on 
each end. All the rest of you please stand in between. The 
reason I chose the interlocutor and the end-men is that each of 
these, and our host, have shown that you can serve your city or 
town well as mayor, alderman or commissioner, and at the same 
time, do what is necessary for the fire department. 


Each of these men, in cities and towns ranging from two 
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thousand to forty thousand has, during the last eighteen months 
contributed largely to the physical equipment of their respective 
fire departments. 


(Mr. Brockwell recognizes mayors: and other city officials, 
calls them to the front, and about twenty, including several chiefs 
and ex-chiefs who are now members of the city councils. Turn- 
ing to Mr. Powell, of Raleigh, Commissioner of Public Safety, Mr. 
Brockwell said: “Commissioner, you are new at this game, and 
while time will not allow remarks from all of these fine city of- 
ficials, you, being from my own home town and now “boss” of 
the fire department I established more than a quarter of a century 
ago, must go on record. At the center of this line and on both ends 
are men who, probably under worse difficulties than you now 
face as commissioner of the City of Raleigh, found necessary 
means to provide long needed fire apparatus. Let’s hear from you 
along this line, and remember, what you say here is going to 
be used against you when the time comes.’) 


MR. POWELL, Commissioner of Public Safety of the City of 
Raleigh: 

Friends, the first time that I ever had the pleasure of at- 
tending a firemen’s convention was in Wilmington, N. C. At that 
time I came as a representative of the hotels of Raleigh, North 
Carolina, inviting you to our city. It was a great deal of pleasure 
to be with you at that time. I thought that I would always con- 
tinue to be in the hotel profession but now I find that I am con- 
nected with the fire department, police department, sanitary de- 
partment, and find it is indeed a great pleasure to be doing a great 
public service for the citizens of our city, and say that because 
I am a representative from our Capital. 


MR. BROCKWELL, continuing: 


Gentlemen, we brought you up here so you could see this 
audience and they could see you. Both have good and sufficient 
reasons to be proud of one another, and the success of your city 
or town is going to rest with the attitude existing between you 
and that department. We hope you will imbibe a part of the 
magic power and service which permeates that audience of fire- 
men from all parts of our great State so that you officials, having 
spent this time with us, may see what firemen of North Carolina 
look like in ‘‘mass formation”, and when you get back home, no 
matter what your ideas have been in the past, be so that you can 
truthfully say that you have seen, with your own eyes, over six 
hundred firemen assembled in convention and not one single one 
of them looks like he has ever had one drink. We thank you. 
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PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair recognizes Chief Smith of 
the Carolina Beach Fire Department.

TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The meeting will come to order. 
It is my privilege and pleasure to present to you at this time 
Hon. Walter Blair, of Carolina Beach. ; 


MR. BLAIR: 


Mr. President, Officers, Members of the North Carolina Fire- 
men’s Association, my friends: It is indeed a pleasure to meet 
with you on this occasion and to have you in attendance at Caro- 
lina Beach. We have looked forward for quite a while to the 
honor and pleasure of having you with us, and now that you are 
here I want to say that each and every one of us who live at 
Carolina Beach feel that you have honored us, and we hope that 
your stay will be both pleasant and profitable, that you will enjoy 
every minute of your visit with us, and that you will go away 


feeling that it was indeed good for you to have met with us on 
this occasion. 


I am not connected in any official capacity at the present 
time, but I am very proud of the fact that I am an honorary 
member of the Carolina Beach Fire Department. I believe I also 
have the distinction of being an honorary member of the North 
Carolina Fire Chiefs’ Association, and, if I remember correctly, 
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the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. This, my friends, is 
an honor indeed. 


During the past fourteen years I have attended all except 
two of your State convention meetings. I have seen the inner 
workings of this association. I know what it means to the firemen 
of North Carolina. I know that it has not only improved your 
own condition but I know the North Carolina Fire College, which 
was set up by the North Carolina Firemen’s Association, has 
become a model throughout the country for the work it has done 
in educating firemen in fighting fire and saving lives. One can- 
not be associated with an organization of this kind throughout 
so many years without feeling a bond of attachment. It is one 
of the things you feel in your heart and find words not adequate 
to express. I want to say there is a genuine love and affection 
which I hold in the deepermost part of my heart for you men. 
There is not a hamlet in North Carolina which I go into but what 
I can claim personal friends among you men. There is no class 
of men in the state nor the country that I am more proud to 
claim as friends than you men, and while I have no official con- 
nection with the government of the State at the present time I 
want to assure each. and every one of you that my interest in the 
association and the work you are doing has not lagged. I want 
to assure you that my eyes have not dimmed to the things you 
are accomplishing, and I want to say to you that I have been 
pleased indeed with the years I have associated with you. I hope 
the years will be good to me in time to come and for many years 
I will be with you and still claim you as my friends. 


When the last great scorer comes to write against you name, 
he writes not that you won or lost but how you played the game. 
So long as breath shall be in my body, so long as life shall last, 
I shall try to play the game as I shall see it exemplified by you 
men. I shall always hold you in deed affection and assure you 
that I shall be with you whenever the occasion affords. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: 

Thank you, Walter. Such remarks as that send a thrill 
through us and make us better men. God grant that we will have 
more men like you. 


The captains of the racing teams will get in touch with Chief 
Smith of the Carolina Beach Fire Department and make ar- 
rangements about practice drills. 


The Ladies’ Committee of the Carolina Beach Fire Depart- 
ment requests all ladies attending the convention to meet at the 
Greystone Lawn at the Greystone Hotel at four o’clock this after- 
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noon, where tea will be served. 


Reports are now in order. 
Report of Credential Committee. 
Secretary called roll and absentees noted. 


Motion that the report be adopted is seconded and unani- 
mously adopted. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair recognizes Captain Farmer. 


CAPTAIN FARMER: 


Mr. President, Fellow Firemen, Ladies and Gentlemen: The 
reason I am here today is because I love to go where a bunch 
of my old buddies are. It is true a good many of my buddies 
have passed on but, thank God, I am still here, Sherwood Brock- 
well, Chief Flora, and several others. 


I heard there was going to be some discussion as to gaso- 
line trucks and I wanted to hear what the discussion was going 
to be, and I know every Chief and Fireman in the State feels 
the same way toward that as I do. 


It is a pleasure to have been down here with you, is always 
a pleasure, and I am still a member of the association; I still 
keep my dues paid and pay my assessments when they come due. 
It is a pleasure to be down here with you. I thank you. 


VICE PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND takes the Chair. 


The President reads his report as follows: 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


To the Officers and Members of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association 
Gentlemen: 


Thanks to the splendid team-work supplied by every man 
in this state-wide organization, your president is able to render 
an inspiring report of achievement and progress for the year 
just ended. Without the spirit of loyalty, co-operativeness, mu- 
tual aid and assistance, with which the entire membership of this 
Association is imbued, this roseate report would not have been 
possible. The esprit de corps of this body is a joy to its official 
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heads and a guarantee of a glorious future for the Association. 


It is my pleasure and privilege to attend the 1939 session 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association Fire College 
which was held in the City of Wilmington, May 16-18. This As- 
sociation has especial cause to be proud of the fine work of its 
Fire College. Under the able direction of our State Fire Marshal, 
Sherwood Brockwell, your Fire College is primarily responsible 
for a notable reduction in the State’s fire loss from $5,744,077 in 
1927, when the Fire College was instituted, to the low loss of 
$4,905,846.00, in 1938. The intensive training of our State’s fire 
fighters in modern and effective methods of fire fighting and the 
elimination of fire hazards has resulted in North Carolina having 
the lowest average fire insurance rate in the Southeastern group— 
.79c—as compared with .98c for the other nine Southeastern States. 
That is something to be mighty proud of and a challenge to every 
man Jack of us to exercise increasing vigilance to the end that 
the record shall not be impaired. 


I am pleased to report the passage of your Bill by the last 
General Assembly, known as House Bill 931, “An Act Creating 
State Volunteer Fire Departments.” All of you are familiar with 
the import, if not the specific wording of this Act, and no review 
of it is necessary; but I must tell you that the passage of the 
Act was not accomplished without the anxieties, headaches, and 
some resort to the pressure politics and political subleties incident 
to getting any worth while measure through the legislative hopper. 
We owe much to the Hon. J. C. B. Ehringhaus, an honorary mem- 
ber of this Association, who gave freely of his time, and gladly 
advised and planned the ground work and strategy of the battle 
that led us to victory. The Bill was introduced in the House by 
Hon. Gregg Cherry, and with the wise and patient guidance of 
our dearly beloved Past President, Will S. Long, it sailed through 
the House without formidable opposition. Shepherded by Hon. 
Ralph Garner, with the able assistance of Senators John Ump- 
stead, Pat Taylor, Ben Prince, Edgar Bain, Jerry Hughes and 
Bradford Fearing, the Bill passed the Senate unanimously. We 
owe a sincere expression of thanks to Pat Healy, Executive Séc- 
retary of the North Carolina League of Municipalities, for his 
untiring efforts in behalf of the Bill, and to our own committee, 
composed of Chief Hendrix Palmer, Frank Bennett, Charles Bur- 
kett, W. E. Holland, Secretary John L. Miller, and, last but not 
least, Sherwood Brockwell. 

This Association owes also an expression of appreciation and 


thanks to Senator Edgar Bain and Insurance Commissioner Dan 
C. Boney for their successful efforts in getting the premium on 
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the bond for the treasurer of Relief Funds reduced from $5.00 
per $1,000.00 to $3.75. 


Fortunately it is not required of your president to be gifted 
with the oratory of a Demosthenes or a Cicero, an Edmund Burke 
or a Henry Ward Beecher to dress up his report of the growth 
of your Association. The facts and figures speak more eloquently 
than words. 


Your Association is now the guardian of the munificent sum 
of $550,000.00 (more than half a million dollars), held in the va- 
rious Firemen’s Relief Funds throughout the State. 


The total assets of your Association as of June 30, 1939, are 
$105,834.40, a net gain for the year of $6,326.98. 


Your Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund now has a mem- 
bership of 1,689, a gain of 83 members and 11 reinstatements for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1989. 


The membership of your Association shows a gain of 242 
over the previous fiscal year, giving us a membership of 4,528 
members as of June 30, 1939. 


Your Association now has a total membership of 176 organ- 
ized fire departments, six new departments having joined this 
year. The new additions are Fuquay Springs, Whitakers, Pilot 
Mountain, Chadbourn, Windsor, and Rockwell. We are happy 
to welcome these departments to participation in the fellowship 
and benefits of the Association. 


It was my privilege and pleasure to attend all meetings of 
the Sand Hills Firemen’s Association and East Carolina Fire- 
men’s Association, and must congratulate them upon their splen- 
did work in promoting fire prevention and good fellowship. 


It was also my happy privilege to attend the State Fire 
Chiefs’ meeting in Durham and the Southeastern Fire Chiefs’ 
meeting, and extend to the Southeastern a welcome in behalf of 
the Association. 


In nearing my conclusion, I am glad to note the increased 
interest of the various departments in civic affairs. The fire 
fighter can ill afford to neglect any opportunity to perform a 
community service looking to the advancement of good citizen- 
ship, for good citizenship is essential to progress in the reduction 
of our fire losses. In this connection I am particularly thrilled 
by the fine work done by our members all over the State in re- 
conditioning toys for the underprivileged and the handicapped 
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children in their respective communities. But for this one activ- 
ity of the firemen many a poor little kid’s stocking would not 
have been filled on Christmas morning. Giving the underprivil- 
eged child a break at any time is for that child an introduction to 
the possibilities of good citizenship and patriotism. To some, in- 
deed, it is an awakening of consciousness to the presence in a 
distraught world of the spirit of One who said: “Suffer little 
children to come unto me.” From the ranks of these kids whose 
hearts were gladdened by this bit of service and thoughtfulness 
will be recruited some of our best fire fighters in the years to 
come. 


In conclusion, I desire to thank your secretary and treasurer 
and your executive committee for their unfailing support and co- 
operation. At times I have been deeply touched by their mani- 
festations of loyalty. Their support and cooperation shall be one 
of the cherished memories of my administration. And now, I 
thank you.

STATISTICIAN’S REPORT 


Mr. President, Friends, and Fellow Firemen: 


Again we have come together for the purpose of reviewing 
the work and progress of your Association during the past year, 
and in order to account for its accomplishments, it is necessary 
that we take an inventory of ourselves and the Association, with 
a hope to build for the future more secure plans for the pro- 
tection of lives and property of this Grand Old State, of which 
we are a part—a fact that you should be proud to admit. 


Our previous reports, covered in detail figures representing 
loss by fire of our various cities and .towns, which necessitated 
numerous figures, and I have found it rather difficult to remem- 
ber a long string of figures, although figures are absolutely nec- 
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essary for your statistical report, so I shall confine my report to 
the necessary facts at issue. 


This year, it has been necessary, though very disappointing 
to me and probably to you, that the statistics representing your 
city or mine, be eliminated from this report, for two reasons: 
First, and the most reasonable one is, that the data has not. been 
released from our State Insurance Department; second, I feel 
that it will probably be more profitable to deal in general statistics, 
as they affect our State and Nation, rather than special localities. 
So in my report this year, we shall deal only in figures, as they 
affect our State and Nation, pertaining as a whole to 1988 fire 
losses. 


In my 1937 report, I submitted you a summary of the fire- 
fighting equipment of the State in groups according to the popu- 
lation of the various cities and towns. This year, at the request of 
many members of the Association, with the assistance of our good 
friend and State Fire Marshal, Sherwood Brockwell, we have re- 
checked the equipment of every city and town from the reports 
filed by your city clerks with the Insurance Commissioner of our 
State. This report has been printed in detail and a copy mailed 
every fire chief of the State in accordance to the record-of the 
Insurance Department of North Carolina Firemen’s Association, 
and a copy may be secured by any one desiring same. 


This summary has not been assembled for the purpose of 
scrutinizing or criticizing any department, as it pertains to your 
problems, but for the express purpose to serve as a guide in 
comparing your city with that of your neighbors, in like prob- 
lems, planning your expansion in equipment and with a hope 
that it might prove profitable in making your future plans. 


The 1939 Legislature passed H.B. 931, Chapter 364, by vir- 
tue of the services and diligent efforts of your State Legislative 
Committee, with its chairman, the Honorable Jerome B. Flora, 
our most esteemed and beloved President, creating a State Vol- 
unteer Fire Department. May I pause here to pay tribute and~ 
express our sincere thanks and appreciation for the fruits of their 
labor—the creation of the department. 


This State Volunteer Firemen’s Association, when completely 
organized, will have at its command 3,173 volunteers, subject to 
call at any time, and 731 full-time firemen, or a total man capac- 
ity of 3,904 men, who are actually giving their services every 
day and night of the year to protect the lives and property of 
our fellowman. And may I pause again, to say that I know of 
no greater service you could render your State and community 
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than the service that protects your neighbor and mine—you are 
the Samaritan of the night and a protector of God’s children. 


This volunteer fire department would consist of nine aerial 
trucks; thirty-one ladder trucks; sixty-four auto hose trucks; two 
hundred thirty-five pumpers with a pumping capacity of 154,710 
gallons of water per minute; 521,750 feet 21-inch fire hose, with 
an amazing investment of $3,162,129.00, or a per-capita invest- 
ment of $3.29. While I said an amazing investment, it would not 
sound so when you are advised that the actual fire loss of our 
State in 1938 will exceed the total investment of all fire-fighting 
equipment in our State. Meaning this as well as all past years, 
the fire loss of our State annually exceeds investments to prevent 
fires. 


The fire loss, in the United States, in 1938, as estimated by 
the National Board of Fire-Underwriters, was $17,330,000.00 
greater than it was in 1937 and about $9,000,000.00 more than 1936, 
or about a 6% increase over the previous year. This report does 
not sound pleasing and, to some, might indicate a lack of effort, 
but in view of the gradual decrease in our National fire loss for 
the past several years, together with the tremendous increase in 
property values of our Nation, it should not be discouraging to 
witness this small increase of loss. 


Statistics, released by our State Insurance Commissioner, 
based on the total amount of insurance carried on all types of 
risk in this State, together with the amount of actual premiums 
paid, and the actual fire loss as paid by the companies making 
a reasonable estimate of the loss not covered by insurance, would 
indicate that we had an increase in our State fire loss of about 
$625,000.00 over the actual loss of 1937 based on like information. 
Be not discouraged by this information for the reason expressed 
above, we have many things for which to be thankful and, even 
though we do show an increase in fire loss, our record is the best 
of any State of like property conditions. This statement is sub- 
stantiated by the following figures, hereinbefore mentioned. In 
1938, the insurance companies collected from this State in pre- 
miums the sum of $9,860,164.00, while their actual loss was only 
$3,270,551.00 or about 34% of loss on the amount of premiums 
collected. For the past four years, this loss was 36%. For the 
past eight years, it was 538%. As a result of this gradual reduc- 
tion in premiums, loss to the insurance companies of this State, 
the average insurance rate of our State has been reduced four 
cents from that in effect in 1937, a reduction from 79 to 75 cents, 
or an actual saving to the property owners of our State for this 
year, in cash, the amazing amount of about one-half million dol- 
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lars, which represents a saving of $109.00 for every fireman in 
North Carolina. 


_An additional justification of the splendid work done by you 
men, I call your attention to the fact that North Carolina enjoys 
the lowest insurance rate of any State in the Union, with like 
property conditions. As a specific comparison, I refer to the av- 
erage rate in the Southeastern group, which is composed of nine 
States—they have an average insurance rate of $.95 compared 
with our rate of $.75, or a difference of $.20 below the average 
of the Southeastern group. This reduction will net a saving to 
the citizens of North Carolina, an amount in excess of two million 
dollars in annual insurance premiums. 


Now, Fellow Firemen, while we regret the increase in actual 
fire loss in our State we have many things for which to be justly 
thankful. This year we have accomplished much in the protection 
of lives and property of our neighbors and those we love; we have 
not only been a patriotic body of men serving our community well, 
but we have been a financial asset to the citizens of our State. 


This has been a great year for the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association. Much progress has been made and this, 
my friends, has not been accomplished by any single man or group 
of men, but by each and every fireman, in this great organization, 
working in harmony, and having at interest our duty towards our 
fellowman, realizing at all times, our duty to our God, our Country, 
and our neighbor. 


May I call your attention to the deaths caused by accidental 
burns, which is, although less than in 1937, exceedingly large— 
237 persons lost their lives by that GREAT DESTRUCTIVE 
DEMON—“FIRE”. So, let us once more renew our efforts, in 
every way possible, to educate the public to be more careful with 
fire, and safeguard and protect those who risk their lives for their 
interest. There is one week in each year set aside as “FIRE 
PREVENTION WEEK”, so let every week be designated “DEATH 
PREVENTION WEEK”. 


Now in conclusion, may we take an inventory of our accom- 
plishments, as a State organization, a local fire department, and 
as individuals, giving credit where credit is due, rejoicing with 
those entitled to rejoice over the achievements we have made, 
sympathize with those having misfortunes on the Highways of 
Life, and build for the future a more capable, efficient and 
protective organization, whereby it may be said by man, well 
done, thy faithful servants, go thy way and depart in peace— 
your services have been well spent and there is laid up for you, 
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in Heaven, a crown of righteousness. May we go in peace and be 
guided by an everlasting love of friendship and service to our 
God, our Country and our fellowman, because duty is the first call 
of life, and service is faith in our organization. May we meet 
again with the same spirit that we now breathe and realize that 
man was made for service.

The Chair recognizes Frank Bennett: 


MR. BENNETT: I want to say to you that I think our 
Statistician, Mr. Joyner, is deserving of an extra hand for his 
work. The pamphlet he has sent out in order that we might com- 
pare our community with our neighbor is fine to put on file for 
reference, to know what your brother is doing, and that you may 
help him and that he may help you. Let’s give a rising vote of 
thanks to him for this fine work. 


MR. JOYNER: Thank you, Mr. Bennett, and all of you folks. 


MR. BROCKWELL: 


Probably you will never again have equal opportunity of 
studying fire prevention, fire fighting and fire equipment, not to 
. mention the sublime opportunity of studying the “human anatomy” 
as you will here on the beach this afternoon. The Statistician’s 
report just read to you is among the best I have ever heard 
delivered and I wish time would allow me to say more about it, 
but as that “anatomy studying” period is so near at hand, other 
than those included in my printed report of the Fire College and 
Drill School conducted in Wilmington, May 16, 17 and 18, 1939. 

The 1939 Fire College and Drill School is now a thing of the 
past and, we hope, a part of the Fire History of North Carolina, 
taking its place among the sessions of the past and those which 
will come along in the future. You, the parent Association, should, 
at all times, know what is being done in these fire colleges and 
drill schools. Detailed report of it will be included in the proceed- 
ings of this meeting and while reading it I sincerely hope you will 
realize the excellence of the men assisting in this work, forming, 
I believe, a committee unsurpassed in the United States—I mean 
Chief Fitzgerald, of Asheville, Chief Croom, of Wilmington, Chief 
Burkett, of Salisbury, Mr. Salley, of Enka, and Mr. Cottrell, of 
Lenoir, representing, if you please,.contrary to many other like 
endeavors, in which the general trend is for the professional fire- 
man to “strut his stuff” before the “vollies” all elements of our 
splendid parent Association, the paid and the volunteer men har- 
moniously teaching and sharing, share alike, any glory coming © 
to the College and Drill School, enthused, inspired and happy with 
their work. And we are, as this report will show, in luck in hav- 
ing more than able graduates as pinch-hitters and squad-masters. 
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In looking over this report you will notice one thing of which 
I, your chairman, am extremely proud, and that is, EVERY PER- 
SON, IN WHATEVER CAPACITY, WHO TOOK AN ACTIVE 
PART IN THE LECTURE COURSE, THE FIRE DRILL WORK 
AND THE DEMONSTRATIONS IS A MAN WHO, PRIOR TO 
THAT MEETING, HAD BEEN DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY 
CONNECTED WITH AND HAD CONTRIBUTED MATERIAL- 
LY TO THE FIRE SERVICE OF THE STATE OF NORTH 
CAROLINA. 


With your permission I will read the names of those who, 
having attended all lecture courses and participated in or wit- 
‘nessed all drills and evolutions and demonstrations of the Fire 
College and Drill School for a period of four years, were award- 
ed diplomas at the 1939 Session in Wilmington. If you are in the 
house when I call your name, please stand. 


(SEE REPORT FOR NAMES.) 


You will see from this report that the recipients of diplomas 
represent all types of fire departments, from the largest to the 
smallest. It is significant that this year’s school had a representa- 
tion, in my opinion, excelling every other school up to the ’39 
session. Of all the cities in the State having a population of 
20,000 and over, only one failed to have students at the 1939 ses- 
sion. Of cities and towns with population between ten and twenty 
thousand, only two failed to have representation. Of cities and 
towns having population of between five and ten thousand, eighty- 
one per cent were represented, and we are more than proud that 
in the 1939 session there were representatives from three newly 
established departments in towns of less than one thousand popu- 
lation. It, at last, seems that your fire college and drill school 
is now doing just what it set out to do—reach all the departments, 


especially the small ones. 


The next thing I am going to say is something whereby and 
in which you are the supreme court. It must be remembered that 
your State and your Association were, in every sense of the word, 
beginners of Fire Department Training on a state-wide basis, and 
in a pamphlet, recently issued by the Educational Department of 
the International Association of Fire Chiefs, you are given full 
credit for having established the first State-wide Fire Department 
Training Program in the United States. Today they are undertak- 
ing to establish such a program in every State in the Union, but 
North Carolina is the pioneer in this great undertaking. 


We of your Fire College and Drill School Committee and 
Faculty are proud of this distinction, this recognition of such an 
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outstanding organization, but prouder still of our own Associa- 
tion and the part it had in forming this work which will eventu- 
ally mean so much to the fire services of our country. We are 
proud of the fact that our state-wide program has started into 
its twenty-sixth year of existence and our Fire College and Drill 
School has finished eleven highly successful terms, but we have 
not scratched the surface yet. 


In 1938, our own Hendrix Palmer inaugurated a Pump Op- 
erators’ class and this clicked from the start. It was highly suc- 
cessful and we regret that owing to Chief Palmer, Assistant Chief 
Griswold and others identified with the pump operators’ class. 
being unable to attend the Wilmington session and having to 
press Assistant Chief Grimsley in another place on the faculty 
prevented our carrying on the pump operators’ class at Wilming- 
ton. It was also concluded there that this class should receive 
special attention and, with your permission, at a date and place 
named by this Association, this pump operators’ class will be con- 
ducted this fall. Since the 1939 session the International Asso- 
ciation of Fire Chiefs through its headquarters office has pre- 
pared and forwarded a pamphlet containing the finest collection 
of pump data for fire department purposes I have ever read, and 
this pamphlet will be the basis of this year’s pump operators’ 
class. 


Just one other thing and I have finished. It is not enough 
for North Carolinians to have pioneered; it is not enough to be 
just ahead, we must keep this Fire College at least five years 
ahead. We are indeed fortunate in that through your efforts, the 
efforts of the Fire Chiefs’ Association and the efforts of the Fire 
College and Drill School, this lead may be maintained. Our State 
is divided into five sections, each an integral part of our Associa- 
tion. There are several local associations, including the East 
Carolina Association, the Sandhills Association, and the Western 
Carolina Association. The International Association is preparing 
and sending out information of great value to the firemen of the 
country if properly presented and studied. It is my plan now, with 
your permission, to form each district into part of an extension 
course of the Fire College and Drill School and with the officers 
of this Association and the North Carolina Chiefs’ Association and 
the Fire College and Drill School Committee assisting, conduct 
regional schools in these five districts where the results of the 
previous session of the North Carolina Fire College and Drill 
School, along with the data available on major fires occurring and 
the splendid topics sent. out from the headquarters of the Inter- 
national Association’s Educational Department may be used as a 
basis for an “Officers’ Regional School”. 
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This will, I sincerely believe, bring about closer relations 
between the various fire departments, promote this Association, 
the Fire Chiefs’ Association, and the Fire College and Drill School 
besides placing us a long jump ahead of other like Associations, 
and show a cooperation with the International Association so 
justly meriting it, and which has already bestowed signal honor 
to one of our members, Chief Palmer, who is vice-president, 


All of this, due to our present set-up, can be accomplished 
without any extra expense to this Association or to any member 
of it, other than his expense to and from such a meeting—and 
that will be almost nil—but will necessitate a vote of this con- 
vention. I want you to let me know your desires and hope it will 
be unanimous. If you want it, I sincerely believe you all know 
what to expect from me—all that I have.

MEMORIAL ADDRESS 


By W. R. Stevens 


Our memory serves us well when we can recall those pos- 
sessions and experiences which have been valued in life. Surely 
the names of these departed brothers in whose memories we are 
met recall to the minds of those who knew them the memories 
of valued friendships. 


What I say in honor and memory of them this morning I 
say also to you because you remain within the membership of an 
organization and in a service of which they have been a part and 
from which they have recently made an honorable departure. A 
memorial service for them should be a challenge for you to the 
highest cause for which this association stands. 


I. The cause which your association represents merits the 
praise and respect of every citizen under your protection. The 
very heart of its purpose is service to humanity. We may eval- 
uate our vocations under many different terms, but none surpasses 
that of service. Some of the most profound philosophy of life was 
spoken in these words: “The greatest among you shall be the 
servant of all.” The vocation from which your deceased brothers 
have recently made departure is one of service. Thus, we might 
memorialize each of them today by saying he lived a life of 
service to his fellow man. No greater sense of security can come 
to any of us than to know that there are those standing by to 
respond to our call in danger or distress. As we read the list 
this morning, there might go by each name these words: One 
who represented a cause which deserves praise and respect from 
every citizen of our state. 


II. The place in which these men have once been active re- 
quires courage. Nothing is more admired by any of us than an 
expression of courage in life. We expect men to be men. ‘These 
must have been men. Their job required manhood. A poet has 
said: “London is a man’s town; there is power in the air.” Thus, 
power is associated with manhood. Theirs was a man’s job. There 
was manly power and courage in it. There is not one single little 
boy in our city over here who does not thrill with the sound of 
the fire sirene. He knows that manhood and courage is represented 
there. He is fascinated by that fact. Just yesterday afternoon my 
little two-and-a-half year old boy was given a toy fireman. On 
reaching home I took the toy and accidentally. turned it upside 
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down. This brought immediate protest from my son who snatched 
his little fireman from me saying, “Don’t turn him over, daddy.” 
And then stood him upright on the floor with admiration in his 
heart for the courage this position represented. To my little boy 
this toy standing upright was an example of manhood. Thus, these 
we honor this morning were men of courage. Their job demanded 
it and their courage merits our admiration. We may add along 
beside the list then this: Men who were men. 


IO Another most striking fact is that this cause is one in 
which the fireman’s life is so often willingly jeopardized for others. 
It is simply a matter of forgetting self that a duty and service 
might be performed. I played football in school. One of the les- 
sons I learned was that the glory of the game was not fully 
realized until I forgot myself and the possibility of danger. The 
glory of this service in which you are engaged comes from will- 
ingly throwing self into the line of duty at any cost. This very 
fact is a challenge to the vocation. The greatest challenge that 
can come to any of us is to give ourselves to something worth- 
while. These men have responded to such a challenge as that. 
They have gone out not knowing that they would come back. 
Some of them on the list, I daresay, have fallen in the line of duty. 


THE COAST GUARD 
This type of sacrificial service has always prompted the very 


highest devotion. The heroes of the ages have always been those 
who have put their lives in jeopardy for a cause in behalf of their 
fellow man. They are heroes because we memorialize them for 


their unselfish devotion to the cause. 


THE CAPTAIN OF THE SHIP WYOMING 
The deepest satisfaction in life comes from this kind of ser- 


vice. The coward, or in every day terms, the man with the yellow 
streak has never realized the glories of life. It is better to give 
our lives in a cause worthwhile than to live on branded with the 
memory of cowardliness. Again I say, these must have been men 
of courage, and courage demands self. That’s the glory of it. 


THE TWO BOYS AND THEATRE FIRE 
We remember them then because of their service, courage 


and unselfish devotion. 


CONCLUSION: ie 
Therefore we can truly memorialize them only to the ex- 


tent of our devotion and service in the institution from which they 
have now departed. They left a cause for us to continue to rep- 
resent in service, courage and unselfish devotion. Their memorial 
is written most effectively in our memory of how and why they 
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served in the cause which we now live to represent. 


I did not know them. I do not know what was their phil- 
osophy of life, but I do know they each lived a life and had a 
purpose in the living. Thus, may we close with this tribute to 
each of them: 


WHAT WAS HIS CREED, I do not know his creed, 
I only know that here below, he walked the 

common road and lifted many a load, lightened 

the task, brightened the day for others 

toiling on a weary way: This, his only meed; 

I do not know his creed. 


WHAT WAS HIS CREED, I never heard him speak 
of visions rapturous, of alpine peak of 

doctrine, dogma, new or old; But this I know, 

he was forever bold to stand alone, to face 

the challenge of each day, and live the truth 

so far as he could see—the truth that evermore 
makes free. 


HIS CREED? I care not what his creed; Enough 
that never yielded he to greed, but served a 
brother in his daily need; Plucked many a thorn 
and planted many a flower; glorified the service 
of each hour; Had faith in life, himself, 

and fellow-men; Perchance he never thought in 
terms of creed; I only know he lived a life, 

in Deed!

PRESIDENT FLORA: 


I am very pleased to see in the audience today one of the 
members that we all feel deeply endeared to, a man that has 
given great service to the Department, a group leader of the 
Fire Chiefs for the Eastern District, one of the head drill masters 
of the Fire College, and the Chief of the Washington Fire De- 
partment. It is with a great deal of pleasure that the Chair rec- 
ognizes Chief Dick Leach. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: 


I am very pleased to see in the audience the Honorable D. L. 
(Libby) Ward, Speaker of the House of the last General Assem- 
bly. He was great help in getting through House Bill 931. He is 
a volunteer fireman of the New Bern Fire Department. The 
Chair takes pleasure in recognizing Hon. D. L. Ward. 


MR. D. L. WARD: 


I came to have a good time, not to talk, but unfortunately 
I wasn’t able to get down until a minute ago. Albert Brinson 
said he took me in the Fire Department twenty-five years ago. 
I want to correct that—I went in thirteen years ago. 


It is always a pleasure to talk to men who are giving service 
to civic enterprises and protecting property. My part in helping 
get through the Bill known as the State Volunteer Firemen Act, 
I give credit for the passing of that Bill to one man in this au- 
dience—it was passed by a unanimous vote. After that man had 
made a speech on that Bill not a single member of the General 
Assembly of North Carolina voted against it. I thought it was 
a great tribute to the Firemen of North Carolina, and a great 
tribute to Dr. Long who sponsored the Bill in the House. 


It is a great pleasure to be here with you, and having ar- 


rived only a few moments ago I am anticipating a lot of fun in 


the next two days. 


If we can be of any further service in Raleigh just call on 
us, because we are a part of the Firemen of North Carolina, and 
=f are with the Firemen of North Carolina. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: . We appreciate your remarks, Mr. 
Ward. I see another distinguished man who helped us in the 


Legislature, Senator John Larkin. 


SENATOR LARKIN: 
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Mr. President, Distinguished Guests, and Fellow Firemen: 
I assure you that it is a pleasure to me to be here this morning 
and take part in your convention. I have a kindly feeling for 
this organization, and it has been my privilege and pleasure to 
have some small part in the Legislature to the Committee in 
passing legislation of peculiar interest to you. 


Every time I think about firemen I am reminded of the fire- 
man and his wife who had some falling out, and ultimately end- 
ed in a divorce action, and his wife after receiving a divorce wrote 
this: 

“Here’s to life, I think it’s grand; 

I’ve just got a divorce from a fireman. 

I laughed and laughed at the judge’s decision, 

He gave him the chillun, and they want even his’n.” 


Your distinguished President visited the halls of the Legisla- 
ture quite frequently, both in 1939 and 1937 sessions, of which it 
was my pleasure to be a member. I say without hesitation that 
he and your Legislative Committee deserve all of the considera- 
tion of you gentlemen, because they were there fighting the bat- 
tles for you, and I think you ought to stand with a rising vote of 
thanks to those on the platform and the others on the committee. 


I assure you that it is a pleasure to be with you today and 
I am looking forward to a big time within the next two days. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Another distinguished guest here to- 
day is a man who is helping us in getting a reduction on the 
premium rate of firemen insurance relief fund, and that is Sen- 
ator Edgar Bain. The Chair will recognize Senator Bain if he is 
here.

NEW BUSINESS 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Under the head of New Business the 


Chair recognizes a member of your Advisory Committee, Albert 
Brinson. 


MR. ALBERT BRINSON: 


President Flora, and Friends: I have a little story that came 
to me in regard to a personal matter in regard to salvage. I 
happen to be interested in a store in Eastern North Carolina that 
carried a stock of feed. Along in December I got a *phone call on 
a Saturday night that they had a fire. This store happened to be 
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a building approximately the size of this building. The fire oc- 
curred in the ceiling from the wires. The building had a ceiling 
of metal sheets. I didn’t go until Monday and when I went I 
knew the stock would be damaged and quite a loss because feed- 
stuff is something that when a fire occurs and water comes in 
contact with it, it is out. The manager of the store told me upon 
my arrival, “I figured during the fire that we had quite a loss 
but on checking up when these firemen got through with the 
job we had virtually no loss.” I could hardly conceive the idea 
because I was in the store at the time, and the ceiling was vir- 
tually torn off and the ceiling burned badly, so naturally I knew 
there had to be water in the building. When I learned the facts 
of the case I found that the fire department had tarpaulins and 
had covered the feed. After entering the building and before put- 
ting the fire out they had covered the feed and consequently there 
was only one bag of feed damaged. The insurance loss was prac- 
tically none at all and could have been approximately a damage 
of three thousand dollars if the town had not had material to 
protect the merchandise during this fire. I bring this matter to 
your attention because I know it is food for thought. I know 
that my town does not have equipment to protect the contents of 
a building as we should, and if there is any member of the town 
of Wilson here I would like to salute you on that good work with 


that fire. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Chief of the Wilson Fire Department, 
I congratulate you. I hope other towns can do likewise and equip 


themselves with the salvage covers. 
CHIEF A. L. LANCASTER, of the Wilson Fire Department: 


I would like to thank Mr. Brinson. I wasn’t expecting any- 
thing like it and when he was talking I turned to the Chief and 
said, “That sounds like a fire we had in Wilson.” We have a com- 
pany with us and train them for nothing else but salvage. This 
particular fire was up in the building and the feed was below. 
Before we threw any water at all we covered everything on the 
lower floor and we were lucky in getting out with small damage. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair at this time recognizes 
Honorable Thomas Cooper, Mayor of Wilmington, who has a 
matter he wishes to bring to you. 


MAYOR THOMAS COOPER: 

Mr. President, Members of the Fire Association of North 
Carolina: I am only going to speak about five minutes. I am 
not going to ask you to endorse anything or take action on any- 
thing. I have a matter I would like to submit to you folks and 
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I wish you to go home and think this matter over. I hope every 
Fire Chief will consider this matter seriously and go home and 
take it up with the members of the Fire Department and if he 
feels that it is a worthwhile proposition then I hope he will prove 
it, and if you gentlemen all over the State who represent the 
great masses of the people approve of this proposition then I tell 
you, if you so desire, I will take the lead and try to get it placed 
into effect in the next General Assembly of North Carolina. 


I have not only been connected with the Fire Department 
but as Mayor I happen to be Commissioner of Public Safety, and 
under me as Commissioner comes the Fire Department and the 
Police Department, which carries over a hundred. In 1937 my 
colleague and myself introduced a local firemen’s pension bill and 
today the City of Wilmington has seven men pensioned in the Fire 
Department, fourteen policemen pensioned in the Police Depart- 
ment; have a Chief from the Fire Department, not only these 
chiefs but every fireman out on pension if he ever becomes in- 
capable after having served a few years, or who happens to be 
one of those who served the required number of years. We have 
two chiefs, one from each department, seven firemen and fourteen 
policemen. With an appropriation annually of approximately 
fifteen thousand dollars to take care of these two pensions, and 
we take from the police and firemen two per cent of their salary, 
and they do not object, and the City of Wilmington is not ob- 
jecting to putting up half of the fund after receiving one-half 
of one per cent on the Relief Fund. 


I was impressed with the speech of Mr. Brinson in regard to 
the Wilson Fire Department who have purchased the canvas ar- 
rangement and covers, and how it saved the insurance company 
three thousand dollars in loss, and yet, who is paying the bill? 
It is not my desire to criticize any insurance company. They are 
not going to put up unless asked to do so. As I understand it 
now they are only required to put up half of one per cent. 


The fire loss for the City of Wilmington, N. C., has been 
reduced considerably during the past few years, and last year was 
the lowest we probably ever had or will have. No doubt this 
same condition applies to the majority of the towns and cities 
in North Carolina, and it would appear to me that there is a rea- 
son for this low loss. Naturally, when the losses are reduced to 
a minimum the fire insurance companies reap the benefits. In 
other words, the real reason for this marked decrease in fire loss 
is because you gentlemen—the members of the Fire Departments 
of the various cities and towns of North Carolina—with the as- 
sistance of your instructional schools and the latest fire fighting 
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equipment—stand ready and willing at all times to go to the 
limit to keep these fire losses to a minimum. All of you work 
indirectly for the insurance companies who operate in this State. 
I do not suggest that they assist in the maintenance of any of 
the fire departments of the State of North Carolina—but with a 
steady decrease of losses because of the work of you men I be- 
lieve that the insurance companies operating in this State would 
be amiable to increasing their annual appropriation to the fire- 
men’s relief fund, thereby providing you'with some means of 
supporting yourself and your loved ones after you get too old to 
climb ladders and respond to alarms. 


I could take up a good part of your time giving you some 
insurance premium figures—but I am not going to dwell very 
much on these figures. I feel that I should at least give you some 
data in order that you might check up on this matter yourselves. 
As an illustration: The Stock Fire Insurance Companies operating 
in North Carolina during the years from 1933 to 1937 received in 
premiums $38,808,066, and during the same period paid losses 
totaling $15,474,223, which means approximately the loss of thir- 
ty-nine and nine-tenths per cent of the premiums collected. The 
above refers to the Stock Fire Insurance Companies. 


Now, the Mutual Fire Insurance Companies during the same 
period received in premiums $5,814,271.00 and they sustained to- 
tal losses of $1,902,625.00. Which means the losses were equiv- 
alent to approximately thirty-two and seven-hundredths per cent 
of the total premiums collected. 


I give you—as an illustration— the Firemen’s Pension Fund 
for the City of Wilmington which I head by virtue of my office 
as Commissioner of Public Safety. The Firemen pay in two per 
cent from their salaries, then, as you know, the one-half of one 
per cent which comes from the insurance companies; and, while 
we have a number of retired firemen on pension and it takes a 
good amount to keep this pension bill up, yet, if we would receive 
two per cent, then, and in that event, last year we would have 
fallen behind only about one thousand dollars to meet the pension 


requirement. 


I hope the Chiefs of every Fire Department will study this 
matter and I hope that all the firemen will get in touch with their 
respective chiefs and study this matter, and if you feel that this 
is a good proposition that at our next convention we get together 
and map our plans and present the matter to the next General 
Assembly. It appears to me that we should at least require this 
two per cent tax from all foreign or non-resident companies. — 
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You firemen are doing a great work. You are not only pro- 
tecting the property of the tax-payer in your respective com- 
munities, but greatest of all, you are protecting the fire insurance 
companies, and the fire insurance companies—I feel—should cer- 
tainly help protect you in your old age. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: 


Thank you, Mayor Cooper for your splendid talk. You have 
given us something to think of and work forward to. We thank 
you. 


I have five telegrams asking to be selected as the Convention 
City of next year and they are from Salisbury. There being no 
new business we will go into the matter of selecting the next 
convention city. I will take the liberty of reading the telegrams 
from Salisbury and if there is any one in the audience that has 
an invitation from other towns we will be glad to receive same. 


(Reads telegrams.) 


CHIEF SMITH, of the Washington Fire Department: I move 
that we accept Salisbury’s invitation to hold our next annual con- 


vention in Salisbury, the dates to be left with the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


MEMBER: I think it has been left up to the Executive Com- 
mittee that the Committee be authorized to make final arrange- 
ments for the convention in 1940. 


CHIEF BENNETT: I would make this amendment to Chief 
Smith’s (of Washington) motion. Salisbury is in my home sec- 
tion—I am for Salisbury. The matter that I am speaking about 
at this particular time is for future conditions which may arise 
with no reflection on any one. Salisbury is one of the most pro- 
gressive towns in North Carolina and if put to a vote, Salisbury 
is my vote. I am making this motion for the future, to see that 
we have proper facilities to take care of the convention. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Chief Smith made the motion to ac- 
cept the invitations from Salisbury to hold the 1940 convention. 


Chief Bennett made the motion that all invitations be referred 
to the Executive Committee. 


MEMBER: I second Mr. Bennett’s motion. 
MEMBER: I second Chief Smith’s motion. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The motion of Chief Bennett has 
been made and seconded. All in favor of Mr. Bennett’s motion

that the invitation be referred to the Executive Committee for 
action please say aye. MOTION CARRIED. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


CHIEF BENNETT: 


The gentleman I am going to present needs no introduction 
to any North Carolina Fireman. I am not going to take up a lot 
of time. You all know him as well as I do. We know him as a 
leader in our organization and any other organization he has a 
part in—always ready to serve you. He is the only friend I 
know that will stay up all night in order to help you at sunrise— 
Clyde A. Hildebrand, of Canton, North Carolina, for our President. 


MOTION SECONDED and CARRIED by a rising vote. 
CLYDE A. HILDEBRAND: 


Mr. President, Fellow Firemen: It catches me where I don’t 
know what to say. One honorable gentleman on the platform 
says, “Say a few words.” 


Fellows, while I am on my feet I do want to say a few words 
in regard to our retiring President. You have heard the politi- 
cians here this morning—with all due respect to them—we can’t 
get along without them. They have been of great service to us 
in getting through legislation. You have heard everybody speak 
of what has been done in putting across this Bill which affects 
we firemen of North Carolina, but you have got only one man, in 
my estimation, to thank for that, with all due respect in the world 
to the Past President of our State Organization. We have had 
some wonderful men that have done some wonderful work, but 
here this morning stands before you one of if not the greatest 
presidents we have ever had in the State of North Carolina. He 
is the man that beat me for the Vice Presidency, and just to show 
you what kind of blood runs in his veins he said, “Go ahead and 
take it.” I said, “No, Chief, I can’t do it, you are too much of 
sport,” and I said, “We will have another ballot.” And he licked 
me and he licked me good. It shows the manhood we have had 
at the head of our organization this year. I don’t pretend to come 
up to a very small majority of what our retiring president has 
done. He don’t have to ask anybody when he leaves home because 
he-is boss of the whole situation. Take these other fellows that 
come and swell up, they have got a council or somebody they have 
got to tell when they leave town. I won’t be able to do that— 
I am one of the boys working for a living, and the boss told me 
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when I left home, he said, “Clyde, I am for the State Firemen’s 
Association one hundred per cent.” And, boys, if I can be of 
benefit to anybody I will do my best. 


CHIEF W. H. PALMER: 


If you remember, at the Greensboro meeting I had the pleas- 
ure of nominating a fine young man as Vice-President of this As- 
sociation, and after he was nominated he withdrew. If you re- 
member, last year at New Bern we all came to the convention 
hoping some of the members would be elevated to a higher po- 
sition in the Association, but after arriving at New Bern we found 
it was best that we should not try to change horses in midstream 
and we nominated all the officers in order that they could give our 
president a hand in getting through the Legislative Bill which we 
thought was for the best interest to the firemen of the State. To- 
day it gives me great pleasure to re-nominate a man that re- 
tired at Greensboro in favor of the man you ,have elevated and 
elected President, and that is Donald E. Shuford, 


MEMBER: I second the nomination. 


Voted on and carried by a unanimous vote. 
MR. D. E. SHUFORD: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I hardly know what 
to say, but I can tell you right now that I appreciate the honor 
of being elected Vice President from the bottom of my heart. If 
I can only fill the shoes of the man that has just preceded me as 
Vice President I will be very happy. This is one of the greatest 
organizations in North Carolina, and if in any way I can serve 
this organization and serve our President all he has to do and 
all you have to do is call on me. 


I thank you. 
(APPLAUSE) 


There was a motion, duly seconded and carried by a rising 
vote and applause, that Secretary John L. Miller be re-elected. 


SECRETARY MILLER: 


Mr. President: Your action has pleased me greatly with the 
exception of the young man who put me in nomination when he 
used the word “old”. Just to be perfectly frank with you, I have 
called to your attention many times that in the City of Wilming- 
ton, July 8th, 1908, you first honored me with this position. You 
have continuously done that until this day, which is the thirty- 
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second occasion. I have endeavored through these thirty-odd years 
to give you the best service that I have in me. I have believed 
in the subject of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
from its beginning and I am more convinced of it now. I was 
approached some years ago to sell life insurance. I didn’t have 
any faith in it and have never had faith in life insurance, there- 
fore I know I would have been a failure if I didn’t put the whole 
thing I had in it. I have tried to put the whole thing I have in 
this organization. I call to your attention 1908 when we met in 
Wilmington. We had twenty-eight companies in North Carolina 
and today we have between three and four hundred. Then we had 
between seven and eight hundred firemen, and today we have ap- 
proximately forty-five hundred. Then we couldn’t pay our bills 
and owed money, the President didn’t have money so he could go 
around and visit the boys throughout the State, but on account of 
the foresight of Captain MacNeill and —— 
They placed us on a firm foundation from which we have con- 
tinuously grown from that time to this, and I am proud to belong 
to an organization whose assets today are approximately one 
hundred and six thousand dollars. 


Those assets I speak of to you are not water, but bonds and 
money, and I believe we can sell every investment we have got 
tomorrow for every dollar we have got ‘in it, and I plead to you 
gentlemen when called upon, or whether called upon or not, to help 
the officers of this organization to so place that fund upon a 
higher plane and to so invest it that we shall never lose a penny 
for you. There are great possibilities for this organization—you 
have just started. We have had six or seven towns to join this 
year without much effort on the part of the officers and they are 


coming right in. 


I feel right well this morning and I am going to hit you. We 
take care of you by legislation enactment when you get hurt in 
the fire service, protected by two funds, that is while you are 
living. When you pass and go to the River’s brink we will follow 
you to that point but can’t follow you any further. You have left 
a wife and children. We have provided for you to take a thousand 
dollar firemen’s insurance fund. When we began that February 
22nd, we didn’t have a penny. Today we have paid out approxi- 
mately a quarter of a million dollars to fathers, mothers, widows 
and orphans throughout this State, and to only firemen, and aside 
from that have paced approximately sixty thousand dollars in a 
separate fund to bridge over any emergency that might at 
among our members. If you don’t believe in insurance and don’t 
believe in protecting your wife, mother, father: or children—you 
know your work is hazardous; you know our closest friends have 
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been stricken and lost their lives in this service. We know that 
one of our chiefs was climbing a pole in his vocation in life and 
fell and broke his neck. I know last week one of our firemen in 
our town came to see me. I called his attention to the man that 
broke his neck and we were talking about the insurance and he 
said, “Yes, I knew him.” I said, “I want you to take it; you are in 
the same work he was in.” He said, “That’s so.” That fellow 
day before yesterday fell off of a pole and broke his leg. We never 
know when these things are going to happen to us. We have got 
seventeen hundred members of that fund, and we have got forty- 
five hundred in the organization. We could move by leaps and 
bounds and create a surplus fund that we would be proud of if 
we could get two thousand or twenty-five hundred men interested. 
If you are interested write to us. 


I thank you again for the election as your secretary. 
PRESIDENT FLORA: We will now nominate the Treasurer. 


CHIEF SHAW: Mr. President, Mr. A. B. Horney of High 
Point is placed in nomination. Motion seconded by Dr. Long, and 
carried by a unanimous vote. 


MR. HORNEY: I will do my job as I have in the past— 
the best I can. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: 


As the curtain falls upon my administration there comes a 
feeling of emotion. I do not know how to express to you all my 
deep appreciation for the fine spirit of loyalty, the fine spirit of 
cooperation that you all have given me in the past two years. 
It will always be one of those proud thoughts that will come to 
me as I wander down that long, long trail, and I know that when 
I come to the end of that perfect day the memory of this Asso- 
ciation, its membership, will be one of the thoughts that will give 


me courage to look into the future that we do not know what it 
contains. 


It has been a wonderful job being your president. I have met 
fellows I never would have had the pleasure of knowing. I am by 
nature a little bit distant and timid, you might say, but the pres- 
idency of this Association has helped me wonderfully; I have got- 
ten out of some of that timidity and I have met some of the finest 
fellows that God ever breathed the breath of air into. I have 
always cherished the work that I have done, but the work that I 
have done was not my work. I might get the honor and credit, 
but the work was done by every one of you who work for the 
Association by your cooperation and loyalty. It was your work 
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and not my work. 


Clyde, I want to present to you the James D. McNeill mem- 
orial cup, a cup of sterling silver that reflects the sterling char- 
acter of the man that memorialized it, a cup that it brimming 
over with thoughts and memories of a man who gave his services 
to his fellow firemen. I give it to you untarnished, unspotted. 
May the fingers of the hand of time keep it polished that it will 
always reflect high ideas, integrity and love for our fellow-man 
that was had by that great captain of our Association, Captain 
James D. McNeill. 


I present to you the gavel, the symbol of authority. Handle 
it lightly, handle it firmly, handle it justly, and God bless you for 
a happy administration. 


CLYDE HILDEBRAND: 


You can say what you please; call it what you please, chicken- 
hearted or getting old, but I am like John Miller—don’t call me 
old—there is something in there (indicates heart) that when you 
come to this part of a meeting something swells up. If you could 
just sit down and cry like an old woman it would be all right. 


At this time it becomes necessary to select a Statistician. 
CHIEF SHAW: I nominate the present statistician. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: It has been moved and sec- 
onded that we elect our present Statistician, who is the greatest 
we ever had in the State of North Carolina, to the same position 


he holds for the ensuing year. 


Motion unanimously carried by a rising vote. (Applause) 


R. A. JOYNER: 


Mr. President, and Fellow-Firemen: I am not quite as ex- 
cited as our worthy president, whom I am happy to congratulate 
at this time. I promise you the same service I have given for the 
past three years, and thank you for the election. 


THE CHAIR RECOGNIZES SHERWOOD BROCKWELL. 


MR. BROCKWELL: 


It seems that everybody else is growing reminiscent, so why 
not I? I am going to tell you something you will not believe, 
but it is the truth, nevertheless. There are, so far as I have been 
able to ascertain, only five men living who attended the 1889 
Convention of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. I am

one of them. I attended by accident. In those days it was the 
custom for the negro members of the fire department to wait on 
the white members at their convention, who in turn gave freely 
toward the expense of the colored firemen for their convention. 
We had a cook named Tabitha Downing, but, due to one of her 
outstanding characteristics, she was known as “Tab Bitters’. 
The firemen met in Raleigh in 1889. Tabitha was an uptown “gal” 
and knew all the tricks. She heard that there were going to be 
lots of lemonade and bitters, and that the colored firemen would 
dispense thereof. She took me as an excuse because she figured 
that if she took Tom Brockwell’s child in there with her they 
would not ask her out. Her plan, so far as I was concerned, 
worked, but “Tab” got drunk and I had the pleasure of sitting 
there two hours until Papa came and go me at the 1889 meeting. 
I am one of the few living firemen who ever saw James D. Mc- 
Neill serve in the capacity of vice-president of this Association. 
That day E. B. Englehard was presiding. Since 1889 I have miss- 
ed eleven meetings, one caused by the Western North Carolina 
flood in 1916—and this one also was in Raleigh—but there will 
never be another meeting with the glamour I experienced in that 
one in 1889. 


All the foregoing means nothing to you but, I hope, qualifies 
me as a veteran to the extent that I can, after telling you that 
I have been a member of this Association for thirty-six years, 
conductor of your Fire College and Drill School for eleven years, 
which is something mighty close to my heart. Only a veteran 
would think of making such a statement. It can be best illustrated 
by something that happened yesterday afternoon. After the meet- 
ing closed yesterday, Willie Jones, a life-long friend of mine, and 
I went fishing, as the guest of Chief Smith, of Carolina Beach, 
in a friend’s private pond. After catching several extremely 
large bream, Willie sat back in the boat and said, “Sherwood, 
all of my life I have dreamed of just such a place as this, but 
never thought I would live to see it.” 


Something like that same sort of feeling comes over me now. 
You can’t realize how a man who has been in forty years appre- 
ciates the way you have conducted yourselves here this week, and I 
personally want to thank you. Over six hundred of us in here 
at all times, notwithstanding the many attractions on the out-. 
side, applying ourselves so that North Carolina may be a safter 
place in which to live. Yes, it is a realization of a veteran’s dream. 


In all these years I have yet to dunn a member of the North 
Carolina Firemen’s Association, and I sincerely hope that some 
few of you who still remember me will have long since borne my 
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earthly remains to its final resting place before I send the first 
dunn. During this convention so many who did not get to Durham 
for the Chiefs’ meeting have come to me with the dollar bill, say- 
ing, “We want a ’39 card in place of the ’88 one.” One of the surest 
ways of filling a pauper’s grave is to accept another man’s money 
without giving a proper receipt, and I cannot give the proper 
receipt for the Fire Chiefs’ Association here. I cannot take your 
money here, but if you have the ’38 card and want a 89 card, 
drop me a line in Raleigh and I will see that you get the proper 
credentials. 


Some mention has been made of “House Bill No. 931”. You 
are probably thinking, “Why haven’t we heard more about it?” 
The answer is, “the bigger the proposition the longer it takes to 
get it going.” The main question should be, “What is to become 
of House Bill No. 931?” For that reason every man who has had 
anything to do with it has waited until everything possible has 
been done to make it a success. That takes time. It may be of 
interest to you to know that a copy of the Bill has been sent to 
every Chief in the United States and the Dominion of Canada 
through the Headquarters office of the International Association 
of Fire Chiefs. The initial steps in the actual formation of the 
object of this Bill must be taken by your city and county, and 
the resolution for the cities prepared by the Attorney General’s 
staff has, through the offices of the League of North Carolina 
Municipalities, been forwarded to the city officials throughout the 
State, and a resolution for the counties is, at present, being pre- 


pared. 


During the coming week your retiring president and I will 
appear before the Association of County Commissioners in their 
convention and the League of North Carolina Municipalities in 
their convention, explaining the Bill, and, with the help of God, 
we hope to place the firemen of North Carolina in even a higher 
light before these gentlemen. As soon as we get the ground work 
- started we will let go with full force and effect, but want every- 
thing right before we make the “dash”. Every fireman will re- 
ceive a copy of both resolutions in due time. 


In closing let me repeat that you have supplied the culmina- 
tion of a dream of fifty years in the fine manner in which you have 
transacted your business as firemen this week. I hope to be with 
you for another twenty-five years and that we shall not only 
remain at the head of the procession, but years ahead of it. It 
can, with the sort of work you have performed this week, be ac- 
complished. To me, you and the fine set of officers on this plat- 
form have no peers in the State of North Carolina or any other 
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State in this great Union of ours. Old “Tab Bitters’, may her 
soul rest in peace, certainly did me a-wonderful turn when she took 
me to that Firemen’s Convention—oh, so many years ago. 

I thank you. 


CHIEF JONES, of Fayetteville: I move that the secretary 
be instructed to write a letter of regret to George McNeill on ac- 
count of his not being here. 


MOTION SECONDED and CARRIED. 


MR. MILLER: The contesting hand reel teams will meet 
right after this meeting and draw for positions.

pleasant and profitable. 


We want all who took part in the beautiful and impressive 
memorial service to know that we will leave Carolina Beach with 
a new note of hope and faith after seeing and hearing this service.

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HOUSE BILL NO. 931. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE CREATION OF A STATE 
VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT; TO PRESCRIBE THE 
POWERS AND DUTIES OF SUCH DEPARTMENT; AND TO 
PROVIDE PROTECTION FOR MEMBERS THEREOF. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 


SECTION 1. PURPOSE OF THE ACT. The purpose of 
this Act shall be the creation of a State Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment to provide protection for property lying outside the boun- 
daries of municipalities, and to render assistance anywhere within 
the State of North Carolina, in municipalities or counties, in 
emergencies caused by fire, floods, tornados, or otherwise, in the 
manner and subject to the conditions. provided in this Act. 


SEC. 2. PERSONNEL. The personnel of the North Caro- 
lina State Volunteer Fire Department shall consist of all active 
members of the organized fire departments, who are members of 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, of municipalities 
whereof governing bodies shall subscribe to and endorse this Act. 


SEC. 3. ORGANIZATION. The North Carolina State Fire 
Marshal shall be Chief of the State Volunteer Fire Department; 
regular municipal fire chiefs shall be assistant chiefs; assistant 
chiefs shall be deputy chiefs; battalion chiefs, captains, lieuten- 
ants and privates shall hold the same positions that they occupy 
in their municipal companies. When engaged in rendering assist- 
ance at the scene of any emergency, the ranking officer of the 
first department arriving at the scene of the emergency shall have 
complete charge of all operations until the arrival of a superior 
officer. All subordinate officers and men shall act under the di- 
rection of such ranking officer. Whenever present at the scene of 
an emergency, the chief shall have full and complete control and 
authority over operations of all members of the department. 


SEC. 4. ACCEPTANCE BY MUNICIPALITIES. Any mu- 
nicipality having an organized fire department and. desiring to 
participate in the establishment of the State Volunteer Depart- 
ment, may do so by a resolution of the governing .body accepting 
and endorsing the provisions of this Act: Provided, that accept- 
ance shall not be compulsory. 


SEC. 5. WITHDRAWAL. Any municipality which has ac- 
cepted the provisions of this Act may withdraw. its fire depart- 
ments from membership in the State Volunteer Fire Department 
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by resoution of the governing body thereof. Notice of such with- 
drawal shall be given to the State Fire Marshal and withdrawal 
shall not become effective until sixty (60) days after his receipt 
thereof. 


SEC. 6. DISPATCHING FIREMEN AND APPARATUS 
FROM MUNICIPALITIES. Municipalities endorsing this Act 
shall retain full and complete control and authority in sending or 
permitting firemen and apparatus to go beyond the limits of the 
municipality. The governing bodies of such municipalities shall 
designate and authorize a person, and at least two alternates, who 
shall have authority to grant or deny permission to firemen and 
apparatus to leave the municipality in all cases where request is 
made for assistance beyond its corporate limits, and the munici- 
pality shall, through the office of its municipal fire chief, furnish 
to the office of the State Insurance Commissioner, and to the 
Secretary of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, a 
list of the persons so authorized by the municipality. The Sec- 
retary of the State Firemen’s Association shall furnish to all mu- 
nicipalities and counties accepting this Act a list of all such per- 
sons so designated in all municipalities within the State. 


SEC. 7. The State Volunteer Fire Department shall not 
have authority to render assistance in any emergency occurring 
within a county which has not accepted the terms and conditions 
of this Act by resolution of the Board of County Commissioners: 
Provided, that nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent 
any municipality from voluntarily permitting its fire department 
to render assistance in any emergency, notwithstanding that it 
may arise in a county which has failed to accept this Act. 


SEC. 8. ACCEPTANCE BY COUNTIES. Any county de- 
siring to accept the benefits of this Act may do so by resolution 
of the Board of County Commissioners. The board may make the 
necessary appropriation therefor and levy annually taxes for pay- 
ment of the same as a special purpose, in addition to any tax 
allowed by any special statute for the purposes enumerated in 
Section one thousand two hundred and ninety-seven of the Con- 
solidated Statutes and in addition to the rate allowed by the Con- 
stitution. All such counties may thereupon make agreements and 
enter into contracts with respect to payment for services rendered 
by the State Volunteer Fire Department within its boundaries in 


the following manner: 
The county may contract with any municipality which has 


accepted the terms of this Act, whether within or without said 
county, to pay to such municipality an annual fee as a considera- 
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tion for the municipality providing equipment and carrying com- 
pensation insurance which will enable it to respond to calls from 
within the county so contracting, and to pay an additional sum 
per truck for each mile traveled from the station house to the 
scene of the emergency, and to pay an additional sum per truck 
per hour or fraction thereof for the use of its water or chemical 
pumping equipment. Said sums shall be paid to the city within 
thirty (30) days after such services have been performed: Pro- 
vided, that nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent 
the county and municipality from adopting a different schedule of 
fees in cases where those provided above shall be considered ex- 
cessive or inadequate: Provided, that if the emergency shall occur 
within the limits of another city or town, such city or town and 
not the county wherein it lies shall be responsible for the pay- 
ments and shall assume all liabilities as provided in this section. 


SEC. 9. MUNICIPALITIES NOT TO BE LEFT UNPRO- 
TECTED. At no time shall the entire personnel or equipment of 
any municipal fire department be absent from the municipality in 
response to a call to another municipality, or other place lying at 
a distance exceeding two miles from the corporate limits, but 
there shall remain within the municipal limits such personnel and 
equipment as in the judgment of the local fire chief might provide 
sufficient protection during the absence of the remainder. 


SEC. 10. RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES OF FIREMEN, LIA- 
BILITY OF MUNICIPALITY. When responding to a call and 
while working at a fire or other emergency outside the limits of 
the municipality by which they are regularly employed or in vol- 
unteer fire service, all members of the State Volunteer Fire De- 
partment shall have the same authority, rights, privileges and im- 
munities which are afforded them while responding to calls within 
their home municipality. In permitting its fire department or 
equipment to attend an emergency or answer a call beyond the 
municipal limits, whether under the terms of this Act or other- 
wise, a municipality shall be deemed in exercise of a governmental 
function, and shall hold the privileges and immunities attendant 
upon the exercise of such functions within its corporate limits. 


SEC. 11.. RELIEF IN CASE OF INJURY OR DEATH. In 
case of injury or death of any member of the State Volunteer 
Fire Department arising out of and in the course of the perform- 
ance of his duties while such member is assisting at any emer- 
gency arising beyond the limits of the municipality with which he 
is conencted, or while going to or returning from the scene of 
such emergency, such fireman shall be entitled to compensation 
under the terms of the North Carolina Workmen’s Compensation 
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Act, and the municipality with which he is connected shall be 
liable for the compensation provided under that Act. 


SEC. 12. In order to assist in carrying out the purposes of 
this Act the Governor may, from time to time, make provisions 
for assistance to the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
in a sum not to exceed two thousand and five hundred dollars 
($2,500.00), in any one year, out of the contingent fund appro- 
priated in the General Appropriation Act. One half of the amount 
so provided shall, in each instance, go to the State Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund, and one half to the expenses of the said Association 
incurred in carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


SEC. 13. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


SEC. 14. That this Act shall be in full force and effect from 
and after its ratification.

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An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. MeNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
er, W. F. Keith, S. A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal estate of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Caroliha, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 8. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 
ratification.

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of gee also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 
several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article Ii 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. Each officer of the Association shall 
have one vote on all questions coming before the Association: 
Article III 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 


Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the company of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of this Association. 


Section 3. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
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eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 


time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Section 5. Every fire company in the State, which is a mem- 
ber of the Association, shall on or before the first day of August 
in each year, elect two delegates, and also two alternates, to serve 
for the ensuing year, with the Chief and Assistant Chief of the 
various departments at large, who are entitled to one vote each, or 
two for the company. In the absence of one of the delegates so 
elected, the other member or delegate may cast two votes for the 
company. They shall be beneficiary members of the Association, 
and shall show on the beneficiary roll. 


Article IV 

Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 


of the Association. 

Section 3. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 
Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 
Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 
mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 


mittee. 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o*‘icer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be, approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of-the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant 


on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed‘ by the 
President. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
tect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
by law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shal! remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining. to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid\by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 

Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of. the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 
likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 

Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid out the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 
er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
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MEMBERSHIP 


Article II 

Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 3. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 


Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, No'ary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 3. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 


ings,’ 
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RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


3. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shall name the one who shall speak first. 


4. A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7. All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 
shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 

The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. é 


6058—Application of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 


6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6060—-Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 

6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES 


6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation or association 
doing business in any town or city in North Carolina that 
has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—Tax on Receipts For Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
' aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. 

6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 

Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 


due. 
6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
businesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 

The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinct fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually. in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of 
the duties of his office. : 


6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. : 

2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

3. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 
period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 


ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 
upon charity. 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
_ report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 

The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st. day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section is not filed with the insurance 
commissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treas- 
urer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 
shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. jay 
6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 

Send Delegate To Meeting _ 
For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. : 
6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 

Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification.

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RULES GOVERNING Hose COMPANIES 
HAND REEL CONTEST 


Two To Enter 
Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 


Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 


team. 
GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 
Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 


>» 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 
Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 

Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters.

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Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 
etteville Convention and Tourna- 


ment 1920. 


Rule 1. Contest shali be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemical contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 3. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
same start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike.

Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on right. 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell-on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 
on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell, Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 


both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
mical men. 


chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Che 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 
water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular.

Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 3. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. 


Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 
each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 


By-Laws and Regulations 


The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. 


Membership 


1. Any active member in good standing with the State Associa- 
tion, and any Honorary member who has served five years as a 
fireman, and in good standing with the State Association, shall be 


eligible for membership in THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL IN- 
SURANCE FUND. 


2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
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Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be re-in- 
stated in his membership upon application, and upon a showing 
that he is in good health at the time, and upon paying to the Sec- 
retary the sum of $2.20, together with all past due assessments: 
Provided, however, that said application for reinstatement shall be 
made within twelve months after the time his name shall have 
been dropped from the roll, and, Provided, further, that no member 
so in default shall be allowed more than one application for re- 
instatement. 

: Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 

~ Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 

Sub.-Sec. 3. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 

Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. 

4, The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 

5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 

6. In ease the certificate of Membership sha 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new 


ll be lost or de- 
Certificate of 
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Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro-- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 

7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 

1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 

2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 
Ste two.assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
sible. 
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3. All assessments shall be levied by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4. Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 
FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 


STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 


Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, Same 
to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting. 


Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. 


Upon motion of Capt. McNeil the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as 
now constitute the Executive Committee of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. The work of the incorporators hav- 
ing been completed, the meeting was adjourned.
